LIKE HUB OF BIG WHEEL. 


No State in the Union Has Devel- 
oped So Extensive a Sys- 
tem of Modern 
Traction.

‘Indiamapolis, Ind., Sept. 9.—[Special, }~ 
Standing in the middle of the great traction 
depot in the heart of the Indiana metropolis, 
with a dozen cars ready to start in as many 
directions, one is able to get an accurate 
idea of the development of the interurban 
business. Indianapolis is as far ahead of 
Chicago in the way of electric interurban 
lines as Chicago is ahead as a steam center 
of Des Moines and Salt Lake City. 

From the commercial and political metrop- 
olis of Indiana there radiate electric lines 
which tap every corner of the state and 
which bring in passengers from the farthest 
portions of Indiana. The Traction building 
in Indianapolis is not only unique in its way, 
but it is an actual factor in the building up of 
the city which cannot be misunderstood or 
neglected. : d 

Nowhere else, so far as I know, has the in- 
terurban idea been developed to such am ex- 
tent. The traction depot in Indianapolis is 
as busy a center as any steam railroad 
depot in Chicago, and the estimate of 6,000, - 
000 passengers handled by the electric roads 
running into the traction station in Indi- 
anapolis is well within the mark of absolute 
accuracy. 

/ Reads in Every Direction. 

In this station one may take through dare 
for Dayton, O., on the east and Fort Wayne, 
Ind., on the north. On other tracks are cars 
to Muncie, Anderson, Kokomo, Logansport, 
Marion, Richmond, Lafayette, and other 
thriving towns. By a transfer or two one 
may reach Louisville, Ky., or Columbus and 
Cincinnati, in Ohio. 

Joined together in a union depot and prac- 
tically under the game systematic manage- 
ment, the interurban transportation lines 
of Indiana are a complete and formidable 
competitor to the steam roads which grid- 
iron the state. So complete are they in their 
orgenization that one may readily under- 
stand the splendid commercial growth of the 
Indiana metropolis. 


Growth of Indianapolis. 
Urderneath the shadow of the.commercial 
Mrenkth of Chicago Indianapolis has grown 
_ # the stature of a great city. Seven peare. 
“ago there was not an interurban line dp ex + 
- igence. Since then Indianapolis has been 
welded with lines of steel to Fort Wayne, 
lafayette, Columhus, Richmond, and all of 
their intermediate towns. 
The traction station in Indianapolis is real- 
‘ ly upique. It became possible only when the 
interurban lines were so strong that they 
overcame all local interests. The city street 
railroads do not run into this depot, which 
ig used exclusively for the interurban busi- 
ness. There are no less than eleven distinct 
interurban lings running into this central 
depot, which is as busy a place on the hours 
und balf hours as one could easily imagine. 
The. Traction building in Indianapolis is as 
recognized an institution as the courthouse 
or the statehouse itself. Most of the trains 
leav2 on the even hour, so that at that time 
one may usually find ten or a dozen cars 
ready to, leave for the outlying cities of In- 
diana. 


Effect on Steam: Roads. ' 

“Y do not think we can ¢ut into the steam 
roads,”’ said Vice President Peck of the trac- 
tion combination. “ In some way we seem to 
have developed an entirely new business. 
Now and then we hear that the traction 
roads have broken down the business of the 
steam lines, but as/a whole we find that we 
have taken out a class of business the steam 
lines failed: to secure. 

“ We do not attempt to do a general freight 
business, but I suppose the package freight 
we pick up might be classed as express. 
Thus far the interurban lines are not pre- 
pared to handle freight. So far as I can see 
it, the future of the interurban lines lies 
rather in the passenger business than in the 
freight possibilities.” 

a No Agreement on Rates. 
© % There has been no agreement as to passen- 
ger fare among the interurban roads of Indi- 
ena. The tariff ranges all the way from 1 
to 2 cents per mile, and the commutation 
™ Patesare regulated by the steam roads. Often 
the trolley Hnes are able to take advantage 
of the lack of through communication. For 
itstance, most of the rail routes of Indiana 
run east and west. It is not easy to progress 
_ from Indianapolis to Fort Wayne or South 
: Bend by rail. Yet the trolley goes to Fort 
x Wayne fronmr Indianapolis twice a day, and 
§ __ the extension to South Bend is only a matter 
of time. Here, as elsewhere, the frequency 
of the trolley service is the one determining 
factor in its success. On the even hours the 
ttolley station in Indianapolis is crowded to 
it® utmost capacity, and a’ dozen cars are 
‘waiting for their passengers. On the uneven 
hours and on the half hours, to a limited ex- 
‘tent, Indianapolis is still in touch with rural 
In¢iane. -

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stores. So far as known only two orientals 
were injured, but stocks of goods in thirteen 
general stores were ruined. In addition nine 
hotels, seven confectionery shops, two bath- 
houses, five barber shops, two shoe shops, two 
banks, one newspaper office, four employ- 
ment offices, a hatter’s shop, a barber shop, 
and @ jeweler’s store were wrecked. 


Canada Must Apologize. ~ 

No one doubts that Japan will demand 4n 
apology and heavy indemnity. Mayor Be- 
thune declares so far as Vancouver ig con- 
cerned not one cent of indemnity will be 
paid. 

Already Baron Ishii, the Japanese director 
of commerce and trade, and Consu!] Hisham- 
fdzu have telegraphed the story to the mika- 
do’s envoy at London, and to the Japanese 
consul general at Montreal. 

Whites as well as orientals expect a recur- 
rence of the outbreak at any time, and both 
sides are arming for a more desperate strug- 
gie. If the rioting is renewed it will not 
be so one sided as it was Saturday night. 
Taking a lesson from that night’s work the 
Japanese and Chinese are preparing to de- 
fend themselves. 

Hundreds Arm Themselves. 

Up to noon the local gun stores were crowd- 
ed with orientals buying arms and ammuni- 
tion. Then the police stopped the sales of 
arms. They were too late, however, for by 
that time hundreds of Japanese and Chinese 
had bought revolvers. ! 

All the Chinese and Japanese house serv- 
ante in Vancouver have, quitt work, as have 
all orientals employed in: stores. shops, and 
factories. All have taken refuge in the quar- 
ters occupied by their countrymen and are 
barricading themselves against further at- 
tacks. 

Two hundred extra police were sworn in 
this afternoon. If the rioting is renewed it is 
likely the militia will be called out. 


How the Rioting Began. 
The rioting Saturday night followed a pa- 
rade meeting vf the Asiatic Exclusion league.

Pinioned Under Car. 

Rainersten was driving in a race called the 
fifty mile Derby and was on the thirteenth 
mile when, at a turn, one of the front tires 
came off and the machine turned over. Rain- 
ersten and Dastion were caught beneath the 
car. The body of Rainersten was borne to 
the clubhouse, where it was found he had a 
fractured skull, and he was started for the 
hospital, but died before reaching there. 

Round and round went the other eleven 
racers in spite of the fact that two men lay 
wounded on the track. Ten miles were made 
after the accident happened, the racers steer- 
ing clear of the débris until Mayor Charles F. 
Kischler, who was in the stand, summoned 
Congressman James Francis Burke, the ref- 
eree, and demanded that the race stop and the 
injured ones be attended to. 


Carelessness Causes Second Wreck. 

The wrecked car was left at the edge of 
the track and after order had been restored, 
Walter Christy attempted to make a new 
track record for a mile in a new 140 horse 
power car. Christy was cautioned to be- 
ware of the wrecked car at the turn and had 
circled the track once when the signaled for 
the timers to take his time. Christy crossed 
the tape at high speed. He ran into the 
back stretch and approached the wrecked 
car at a speed that carried him too far out. 
Christy’s car hit the obstruction head on. 
The big racer bounded fully fifty feet in the 
air and Christy was hurled a long distance 


ahead of it. ;

The traction interests did not ask the coun- 
cil for more time last night. The reason was 
simple. They were not in a position to ask 
any favors of anybody. As W. W. Gurley, 
general cpunsel for Union Traction, put it: 

“There is no use in going to the city epun- 
cil t6 ask for an extension of time until we 
are able to show the aldermen thet we have 
some tangible solution of the present tangle 
to offer.”’ 

Work for Definite Proposition. 

If the traction interests can get themselves 
into such shape by Thursday’s special meet- 
ing as to be able to make a definite proposi- 
tion, then it will be sentin. That is the ob- 
ject they are making every effort to attain. 
If they cannot or if the council refuses to 
consider the proposition it looks as if it was 
all up with the reorganization of the Union 
Traction properties. The Chicago City rail- 
way will have to run street cars on the north 
and west sides. 

The hope of the Union Traction people lies 
in an application they are now figuring on 
making to the United States Court of Ap- 
peals this afternoon. They will ask Justice 
Brewer and his associates so to modify the 
mandate which the court must hand down 
as to make it possible for the Chicago Rail- 
ways company to accept its ordinancd Just 
now this is impossible. 

Whether the court will change its decision 

or not nobody connected with the Union 
Traction interests now pretends to know. 
‘Probably even Justice Brewer and Judges 
Seaman and Baker do not know, as Attor- 
neys G. W, Wickersham for the Chicago Rail- 
ways company and W. W. Gurley for the 
Union Traction company hope to be able to 
present some new arguments to them. This 
new matter will be in the shape of an agree- 
ment by the trust companies that are acting 
as trustees for various bondholders to ac- 
cept a modification of the order to be en- 
tered by the court which will enable the 
Union Traction people at least to catch their 
breath. 

Whether or not this modification will be 
agreed to by the t#ust companies depends on 
meetings of their directors, which are to be 
held this morning. If the agreement is not 
reached by them then the Union Traction peo- 
pie acknowledge they will have emall chance 
before the Court of Appeals and may give 
the plan up.

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BRUTAL HAZING IS FATAL; 
VICTIM ROASTED OVER FIRE. 


Seared—Flames Inhaled. 


Washington, Pa., Sept. 9.—Henry Perry, 
a mill worker, of Wheeling, W. Va., is fatal- 
ly injured from a brutal hazing administered 
today by fifty employés of the Tyler Tube 
and Pjpe company. Perry was beaten and 
burned. 

The Tyler company steel workers have a 
custom of initiating new employés. Perry 


‘was fastened to a hook of a big iron crane 


and bound fast with cords. Then he was 
swung above a big blast furnace which is 
usually approached by the workmen only 
when covered by a shield. Finally the cords 
were burned through and Perry's unconscious 
form dropped to the floor right in front of the 


furnace, where his flesh was shriveled and | 


his clothing charred. 

His tormentors, alarmed at their work; 
called Dr. J. R. Maxwell, who worked with 
the man for seven hours before restoring 
consciousness. Physicians believe Perry in- 
haled the flames and entertain little hope for 
his recovery. 

Warrants were issued for the arrest of the 
ringleaders of the affair, but they escaped 
arrest by getting out of town.

McCabe Explains His Delay. 

'“ Part of that statement,”’ said Clerk Mc-

ings all the amendments to the telephone 
ordirance that were presented to the com- 
mittee. I asked Ald. Young for these amend- 
ments, but he has not brought them in. I 
was clerk of that committee by deputy, but 
the committee on gas, oil, and electric light 
has seen fit to ignore me.”’ 

“This council is entitled to the records of 
the last meeting,”’ said Ald. Foreman. “ They 
are not within the control of the clerk.” . 

Ald. Young said that it was not the custom 
of the council committees to include in their 
reports everything that came before them. 

“T assumed,” said he, “that the clerk 
warted such amendments to the telephone 
ordinance as had been presented in writing. 

We haven't a tenth part of them, hut they 
are all in the stenographic report.

“* Second—Because it offers the tity more 
than double the compensation offered by the 
Chicago Telephone company. 

“ Third—Because the Manufacturers’ Tele- 
phone company offers long distance connec- 
tion with all telephone companies, as well as 
ell companies. 


Company Lacks Clean Hands. 


** Fourth—Because the Chicago Telephone 
company does not come to the council with 
clean hands. It has withheld compensation 
from the city and forced it tolitigate to get tite 
money that actually belonged to it. It has 
ferced the gubscribers to litigate to prevent 
extortionate rates and to get money that now 
actually belongs to them. 

“ Fifth—Because it has discriminated in 
favor of some telephone users and against 
others. Its officers and directors claim that 
as the number of telephones increase the more 
expensive it becomes to operate the system, 
@yet the lowest price is charged to the largest 
telephone users, thus making the army of 
small telephone users pay for the service of. 
the large ones.”

“That the new charter is nonpartisan and 
a measure for the people and not for the poli- 
ticilan is evidenced by the fact that the Chi- 
cago Telephone company is anxious to have 
its ordinance passed before the adoption of 
the proposed act,”’ was the argument put 
forth by John Hanberg, commissioner of pub- 
lic works, last night. He was addressing 500 
voters in Saenger hall, 9233 Houston avenue, 
South Chicago. His point pleased the au- 
dience and was applauded vigorously. 

“The president of a gas company told me 
he didn't think the new charter was exactly 
the right thing,’’ continued Mr. Hanberg, 
“and I guess if I were the president of a 
gas company it wouldn’t suit me either, be- 
cause the common people will have too much 
to say about the extension of franchises and 
the granting of new concessions to corpora- 
tions. ; 

Leaves Liquor Laws as Now. 

“The United Societies and saloon inter- 
ests said it would affect bar permits and the 
Sunday closing act, but it leaves those mat- 
ters in exactly the position they now occupy. 
It may mean higher or lower taxes, no one 
can tell, but it is bound to operate for. the 
best interests of the people. We need new 
bridges, new water tunnels, new schoo! 
houses, and the like, and it is wise for us to 
issue bonds and let posterity help pay for 
such betterments. 

“ Chicago will never be able to pay for its 
needed improvements without the issuance 
of bonds. How many of us assembled here 
tonight would own our homes today if we 
had waited to accumulate the whole cost 
price before making a start? None of us. I 
guess, would have a cent’s worth of prop- 
erty if we hadn’t assumed obligations that 
we paid later. The new charter will give us 
better sanitation and improve ithe public 
health, and under it, it will be easier to abate 
nuisances. If something of that kind is com- 
plained of now it cannot well be settled with- 
out going to court, but under the proposed 
act the police will be able to regulate mat- 
ters of that kind.”’ j 

More Equitable Taxes. 

“Under the present laws an automobile 
pays a state tax of $2 a year, and a $3,000 
machine is assessed perhaps for $18,’’’ said 
Bailiff Thomas M. Hunter, “‘ but under the 
proposed charter the assessment will be more 
equitable and there will: be a greater tax. 
The city will get it and the revenue will be 
devoted to repairing present and creating 
new roads. And when once you have paid 
for your street improvements you will never 
be called upon to pay more than 50 per cent 
of the cost of repairs and the city will have 
to stand the balance. | 

“The charter will censolidate the park 
boards, prove economical, and give a fairer 
distribution of the moneys applied for im- 
provements,”’ he continued. “ William Ran- 
dolph Hearst and those-~who are colonized in 
the cheap lodging houses downtown are the 
principal onés opposed to the measure. What- 
ever objectionable features exist in the char- 
ter can be cured later by the people. Only 
the selfish, those receiving remuneration for 
their opinions, and the irrespensible are 
against the act.” 


Advocated by Speaker Shurtleff. 


Speaker Edward D. Shurtleff discussed the 
charter at the monthly dinner ef the Chicago 
Advertising association, at 118 Monroe street, 
at night. 

“Here in Chicago you have five great 
corporations and as many distinct systems 
of control,” said Mr. Shurtleff. ‘‘ You have 
the park board, controlled in various ways, 
the library board, appointed by the mayor 


its own peculiar system of control. The tax 
levies made for each of tRese! great depart- 
ments of Chicago have no connection or re- 
lation to the aggregate levy.‘ As a munici- 
pality you have a right arm worked by ore 
mind, a left arm worked by another, and 
each leg going in a different direction. One 
of the main features of the new charter is to 
cancel, wipe out, and abandon these sep- 
arate corporations, and have them all come 
under the mayor and council of the ¢ity of 
Chicago. Then they will fix the aggregate 
oer give to each department what it 
needs. 


Right to Issue Bonds Needed. 


*‘ As a member of the legislature it looked 
to me as a bit of good judgment to give you 
men of Chicago the right to bond your city 
for new school buildings, if you wanted to 
do so, and that is left with you. I voted for 
the charter because I believe the people of : 
Chicago can trust their mayor And city coun- 
cil to levy taxes judiciously and to make the 
proper and necessary disbursements. 

“Outside of the questions of the public 
utilities, the school board, and revenue 
clauses, the charter gives you all the power 
to get. what you want of and for yourselves. 
It grants absolute self-government to the 
people of Chicago, that they may take their 
government into their own hands. All ques- 
tions of the welfare of Chicago ought to be 
Settled by yourselves, your own mayor, and 
your own city council, in your own city hall. 
That's what you want. Will you take it?” 

The speaker was applauded warmly at the 
close of his address. 


' United Societies and Mayor. 

Evidence that Mayor Busse’s firm stand 
for the addption of the new charter has 
caused consternation in the ranks of its op- 
ponents became apparent yesterday when a 
delegation from the United Societies called 
on him at the city hell. | 

The spokesman of the committee was John 
Koelling, president of the United Societies, 
and he was accompanied by Walter R. 
Michaelis, Horace Brand, and|J. J. Ellert, 
members of the political action committee. 

No official statement of what took place at 
the meeting was given o The versions ob- 
tained from each side, however, harmonize 
and from these it appears that Mr. Koefling 
assured Mayor Busse the United Societies 
was not making a personal fight on him. 

“What are you fighting then?’’ demanded 
the mayor. 

** We are oppoged to the charter for the rea- 
son that it threatens the principles of our 
organization. So long as you are._mayor we 
have no fear that the blue laws will be in- 
voked, but there is no assurarice that suc- 
ceeding’ mayors will be so liberal.” 

“If. you can trust me, why can’t you aid 
me, then?” broke in Mayor Busse. “And 
how about your affiliation with the brewery 
interests? They have no business in politics 
and must stay out as long asI am mayor.” 

“ That is another thing we wished to dis- 
cuss,"’ hastily replied Mr. Koelling. ‘ The 
report that we are backed by the brewers is 
false. We are making this fight on issues 
which we have selected, not which have been 
chosen for us by any other organization or 
body.” F 

“ They are heavy contributors to your cam- 
paign fund, are they not?” asked the mayor. 

This was a poser. There was some hesita- 
‘tion while Mr. Koelling composed his reply 
as follows: | 

‘‘I suppose individual liquor men have 
aided us; still we want you to know we are 
fighting the charter not in their interests but 
in-eur own."* - 

“I accept your apology, gentlemen,” 
laughed Mayor Busse. * 


Congressman Madden Speaks. 

Congressman Martin B. Madden, speaking 
at a noon meeting at the Hamilton club, de- 
clared the adoption of the new charter means 
growth ‘for Chicago and its rejection ¢an 
mean nothing else but retrogression.

First he sent in a resolution calling for at 
least_ thirty inches space between ‘passing 
cars on all street car lines and had it re- 
ferred to the committee on local transporta- 
tion. 

Then he followed with another, which was 
that the city so far repeal the ordinance to 
the Chicago Railways company that the 
council may forthwith take advantage of the 
clause in the Chicago City ordinance obligat- 
ing that company to take possession of the 
Union Traction lines and operate its cars on 
the north and west sides as well as the south. 

The alderman made a long speech, assert- 


ing that it had become evident the Chicago 
Railways company could not keep its con- 
tract and carry out the terms of the ordi- 
nance; that the people on the west and north 
sides were suffering for street car accommo- 
dations and seemed likely to keep on suffer- 
ing if the present conditions existed. The 
only: remedy was to have the south side com- 
pany take hold. 


Pressure on Trust Companies. 

The plan of campaign being followed by the 
Union Traction people is to bring pressure 
enough on the trust companies that appealed 
from Judge Grosscup’s decision so that if 
they will not abandon their appeals they at 
least will consent to changes in the present 
situation. Speaking of it last evening, Noble 
B. Judah, attorney for the Northern Trust 
company, said: 

*“*Strong pressure has been brought and 


‘will continue to be brought on the trust com- 
/ panies to abandon their appeals. 


Whether it 
will succeed I do not know. Should the trust 
companies agree toa modification at Jeast it 
might make a difference with the final man- 
date of the Court of Appeals. Whether it 
will I do not care to guess. Fortunately, our 
company got itself into such a position a year 
ago it did not have to take an appeal.” 


Mandate Not Handed Down Yet. 

Justice Brewer and Judges Seaman and 
Baker are still In Chicago and will hold 
a session this afternoon. The mandate of 
the court embodying the decision, which 
Judge Grosscup must follow, has not been 
handed down yet, and it may be possible to 
get it amended. — 

Previous to this application to the Court 
of Appeals an order containing the modifi- 
cations theei/nion Traction interests want 
will be submitted to the attorneys for the 
three trust companies in Chicago which 
united in the appeal that resulted so disas- 
trously to Judge Grosscup’s plan of reor- 
ganization. 

It will be given them the first thing this 
yoorning, and if they consent to it then the 
Union Traction and Chicago Railways com- 
pany attorneys feel they can go before the 
Court of Appeals with considerable confi- 
dence. There are still larger holdings of 
bonds of which New York and Philadelphia 
trust companies are trustees, but they are 
later Yerkes bonds, and the advices receivéd 
in Chicago yesterday were that they might 
be willing to come into line if the Court of | 
Appeals would only give them something 
that looked like authority. 

The order that the Union Traction people 
will ask the trust companies to consent to 
was not given out last evening. — 

‘I do not know its form,” said Frank H. 
‘Scott, attorney for the Illinois Trust and 
Savings bank, representing the largest hold- 
ing of bonds in Chicago. “ The promise is 
it will be given me tomorrow morning. 'As 
I understand it, the purpose is to permit 
such a modification of the mandate of the 
Court of Appeals as will change the situation 
sufficiently to permit the Chicago Railways 
company te accept its ordinance.”’ 


Three Meetings This Morning. 

In accordance with this plan nteetings of 
the directors of the three Chicago trust com- 
epanies which hold bonds of the companies 
making wp the Union Traction system have 
been called for this morning as follows: 

Illinois Trust and Savings bank, in the office of 
Frank H. Scott, its attorney. 

Merchants’ Loan and Trust company, in the of- 
fice of Frank H. McCullough, its attorney. 

Equitable Trust company, in the office of John R. 
Montgomery, its attorney. 

This move was decided on by the Union 
Traction officials as being in line with the 
suggestion of Justice Brewer in his decision 
thatthe best thing to do was to get the bond- 
holders together and have them agree on 
some plan of reorganigation. Besides, it 
was the only thing they could see to doin the 
emergency. They all recognized that unless 
something was done, and that quickly, their 
companies must pass out of existence. 

No attempt was made to evade the plain 
fact that without an extension of time from 
the council the Chicago Railways company 
must accept its ordinance by Saturday and 
that without arf amicable arrangement 
among bondholders such an acceptance was 
impossible.

Time for Deposifing Extended. 

The Harris Trust company, which was 
named by the reorganization committee of 
the Union Traction properties as a depos- ‘| 
itory for all bonds the holders of which 
wanted to join in the plan, has extended the 
time for such deposits’ up to noon Satur- 
day. One feature which encourageéd the com- 
mittee was that the deposits yesterday were 
much larger than at any previous time, 
reaching nearly $1,500,000. The same ex- 
tension was made by the New York depos- 
itory. 

Not Worried Over Eastern Bonds. 

The reason the Chicago trust companies 
are appealed to urgently is that their offi- 
clals are not only better acquainted with the 
situation than the e@sterners, but the bonds 
they have custody of are really the most 
important ones in the present situation. The 
bonds of the underlying companies are all 
held here, and would take precedence in any 


under the hammer. If any money was com- 
ing they would get the big share of it. 

The eastern holdings, especially those in 
Philadelphia, are nearly all what are known 
as the Yerkes bonds—the securities which 
that able financier managed to unload ona 
confiding public by mortgaging the North 
and West Chicago Street, the Passenger, and 
the tunnel companies.

WRECK‘WIN DOWS 
Prisoners Find Sport in Hurl- 
ing Milk Bottles Through 
‘Panes of Glass. 


GRAFT PAID TO GUARDS. 


Officials Condemn Sheriff’s Plan 
of Buying from His 
Own Firm. 


a 


Reports that the overthrow of discipline in 
the’ Cook county jail had made it possible for 
the prisoners to smash a score of the jail 
windows by throwing milk bottles through 
them caused an investigation of that institu- 
tion yesterday afternoon by four members 
of the board of county commissioners. 

The report of the window ‘breaking was 
found correct. The havoc in shattered glass 
amazed the commissioners. They counted 
over a score of holes which had been made 
by flying bottles, and they decided to make a 
report to the board asking that the windows 
be protected by strong screens, 

‘“‘It seems strange to me,” said Commis- 
sioner A. G. Lanio, who, with Commissioners 
Blumenfeld, Elias, and Mack, made the in- 
spection, “that prisoners should be allowed 
to have such things as glass bottles in their 
cells. At any rate, the county cannot afford 
to have the windows broken wantonly by the 
prisoners, and some means will be taken at 
once to put a stop to such disorders.”’ 


Jail Guards Exact Tribute. 

Evidence that the sheriff is encountering 
a new crop of troubles from the growing 
disorders and the constant lack of disciplifré 
among the prisoners at the jail was aug- 
mented. Besides, the charges that the force 
of jail guards has organized an elaborate 
system of petty graft, whereby they exact 4 
‘‘rake off’ Mom the fees paid by prisoners 
to certain criminal lawyers, became more 
specific. The grafters’ scale of prices for 
work done in securing law “ business’ for 
the lawyers is declared to be, in some cases, 
as high as 50 per cent of the fees obtained. 
Crap shooting .and other forms of gambling 
are rife in the jail, Frank J. Constantine and 
other denizens of “‘ murderers’ row” being 
alleged to have freedom and leisure enough 
to allow them lots of time for gambling. 

A scale of prices has been adopted and put 
in force by the guards, it is said, for certain 
services they are able under the presemt ad- 
mfnistration to render to prisoners. ‘“ Trus- 
ties *’ are charged from §2 to $5 for liberation 
from the “bull pen” at unusual hours, 
Choice cells are regularly sold to the highest 
bidders, a summer season ticket to one big 
cell being known to have cost a rich prisoner 
as high as $500. : 

Strassheim’s Thrift Condemned. 

Condemnation of Sherif’ Strassheim’s 
course in giving large orders for jail food 
supplies to the firm,ig which he is financially 
interested—the Sheppard-Stragssheim whole- 
sale grocery—was expreseed in business and 
political circles. Among the officials who 
condemned Sheriff Strassheim’sconduct were 
President William Busse of the board of 
county commissioners, Judge Houston of the 
Municipal court, and County Commissioner 
Carl R. Chindblom., 

** Nobody should attempt to profit from the 
business of feeding Cook coumty’s prisoners,”’ 
said President Busse. “‘ When the county 
commissioners agreed to pay Sheriff Strass- 
heim 20% cents a day for every prisoner he 
feeds we did not suppose he thought he had 
any right to attempt to make a profit from 
that arrangement. No matter what the prac- 
tice may have been, it is clear that good law 
and good public policy require that the pris- 
oners shoul@ get the full benefit of the 20% 
cents.”’ : 

Commissioner Chindblom said: 

“ How Sheriff Strassheim excuses himself 
is something I don’t quite understand. I 
will say, however, that if I had been elected 
sheriff I wotiid not deem it proper to en- 
gage in any private business while my in- 
cumbency as sheriff lasted. This means that 
I would never think of giving business or- 
ders to any firm in which I was financially 
interested.”’ 

“It is a peculiar code, to say the least, 
and flagrantly unbecoming to the incumbent 
of a great office,’’ said the judge. 

Attorney Francis Walker, who is to be 
asked by Sheriff Strassheim to procure an 
investigation of the jail by a commission of 
judges and business men, failed to return 
home, but will be here this forenoon,

PARIS, Sept. 9.—Morocco must pay heavily 
for the massacre at Casablanca and the mili- 
tary operations following.

Mikado’s Envoy in Peril. 
Baron Ishif, chief of the Japanese dureau 
of foreign commerce, who has just arrived 
in Vancouver after a tour of the United 
States, was one of the orientals who had a 
narrew escape. With Consul Saburd Hisa- 
midzgu he was caught with a number of 
Japanese in the center of a mob. Brickbats 
and bottles flew all about them, but they 
finally made their éscape. 
Coincident with the riot was the arrival 
of a steamship having on board at least 500 
Japanese. With a common impulse «he mob 
surged to the water frorit, and as soon as 
the Japanese came down the gangplank they 
were met by the rioters. Seven or eight of 
the Japanese were unceremonioysly picked 
up and thrown into the Burrard inlet. 
Still further rioting occurred when a crowd 
of about 4,000 laborers started on the war- 
path, but were finally quelled by the police 
after about twenty arrests had been made. 
Later at night Chinatown was roped off 
and the quarters of the orientalis guarded 
by the police. 


Canada Expects to Pay. 
Ottawa, Dnt., Sept. 8.—Canada will have to 
make‘ample apology to Japan and pay an 
indemnity for the damages caused in the 
anti-Japanese riots in Vancouver Saturday 
night. 
This is the general opinion In official circles 
here, as voiced by R. W. Scott, the dominion 
secretary of state. 
According to the terms of the treaty be- 
tween Japan and Canada, the rights of the 
Japanese in Canada are clearly defined. The 
treaty says: 
‘“‘The subjects of each of the two high 
contracting parties shall have full liberty 
to enter, travel, or reside in any part of the 
dominion and possessions of the other con- 
tracting party, and shall enjoy full and per- 
fect protection for their persons and prop- 
erty.” 
“The treaty was not adopted in a hurry,” 
said Mr. Scott. “It was in force between 
Britain and Japan ten years before we be- 
came a party to it. It was given full con- 
sideration before we adopted it. The op- 
position in parliament blamed us because we 
did not become a party to itv earlier than 
we did. There was no protest from British 
Columbia or anywhere else against Canada 
passing the treaty.”’ \ 


London Editors Embarrassed. 

LONDON, Sept. 10, 3 a. m.—The London 
newspapers are placed in an embarrassing 
position by the riotsat Vancouver. SeVeral of 
them were severe in denouncing the San 
Francisco hoodlums when the small anti- 
Japanese riots occurred at San Francisco. 
It is true that efforts are made to picture 
the industry, patience, and other good qual- 
ities of the Japanese and to make mucltof 
the fact that such incidents of raciai preju- 
dice are rare under the British flag; that - 
they have never before occurred in British 
Columbia, and: that the trouble will be set- 
tiled amicably on just lines. 
The Telegraph emphasizes the disgrace of 
the riot at San Francisco and Vancouver, but 
admits that “‘the same inflamed passions 
on both sides of the Canadian-American 
border spring from the same economic 
causes.” : 


Fears Japan’s Anger. 
Attention is called to the determination of 
the*San Franciscan and British Columbian, 
the Australian, Cape Colonist, and resident 
citizen of the Transvaal to restrict Asiatic 
emigration, the papers significantly adding: 
“The sudden rise of Japan to the position of 
a first rate power, fully capable. of pretect- 
ing its citizens and securing the respect due 
to its flag, has all at once revealed te the 
worléd the gravity of a problem too long 
negiected.”’ 

The Express, like most of the other papers, 
is hesitant in attacking the subject, but says 
that the incident “brings in to prominence one 
of the most important problems which the {| 


The Daily Mail article by Hamilton Fyfe, 
who is familiar with the Pacific coast coun- 
tries of America and the orient, sums up the 


“The wonder is that it has not happened 
before.”’ 

He says that California and, British Co- 
lumbia .have the same problem to puzzle 
over and “agrees with Dr. Goldwin Smith 
that before many years there must be a su- 
preme struggle between Europeans and Asi- 
atics for supremacy on the Pacific coast. 


Times Sees Little Danger. 
The Times attributes the trouble entirely 
to labor union agitation, and ridicules the 
idea that a few thousand Japanese are likely 
to turn British Columbia or California into 
Mongolian provinces. 

The Pall Mall~Gazette, the only afternoon 
pewspaper to express an opinion on the sub- 
ject, takes a directly opposite view, saying: 

“The Asiatic makes his entry into Canada 
under the auspices of the great god of cheap- 
ness. He comes with an offer to take work 
at half the rate or less than paid for white 
men’s labor, an arrangement which none the 
less can be carried out .on a basis which in- 

volves a great advance Upon the scale of 
remuneration enjoyed in hisown country. 


Sees a Real Peril. 

“Tt can scarcely occtr to the home keeping 
Englishman how slight an expansive effort 
on the part of the swarming populations of 
the far east would suffice to swamp the 
western states and provinces of the Amer- | 
ican continent. 

“If an unrestricted flood of Asiatics were 
allowed to occupy these vacant, hospitable 
areas it would require but a few years to pro- 
duce an oriental predominance in the fair- 
est and richest possessions of the British em- 
pire and perhaps defiect the whole course of 
its civilization and destiny.” | 

The action of the Japanese embassy here, 
it is understood, will be governed large- 
ly by the attitude which the Canadian 
government assumes and whether the latter 
takes adequate steps to protect the Jap- 
anese at Vancouver from a repetition of sim- 
ilar incidents and recompensges them for their 
losses. 


BERNARD SHAW IN PERIL AGAIN. 


Wanders’ All Night in Mountains of 
Wales While 200 Persons Search 
in Vain for Him. 


[BY CABDE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Sept. 9.—Great anxiety was felt’ 
for hours at Barmouth, Wales, for the safety 
of George Bernard Shaw, who was invélved 
in another perilous adventure on the hills 
near Rhinogfath, a neighborhood renowned 
for its Roman steps and the most romantic 
part of the Welsh mountains. 

Shaw went on a rambie, leaving word for 
his friends of the Fabian society of his 
whereabouts in a note, which he had placed 
on the Roman steps. His friends found the 
note, but when they looked for him in the 
Place he had indicated he was not there. A 
vain search was continued alinight. 
Shaw arrived at Dolgelly this morning, 
after wandering all night in the mountains, 
where 200 persons were engaged in searching 
for him. 

Mr. Shaw, who has a season of his plays 
opening in London next week and whose 
biography by dn admirer is just in the hands 
of booksellers, issued tonight this telegram 
explaining him escapade: 

“ Search parties out all night in vain; foot- 
prints traced four miles by lantern light; 
grave anxiety. I attribute the failure of the 
search to my preferring to pass the night at 
a comfortable hotel. I- found the. moors too 
damp at my age.”

Saxony, will be married in London today to 
the Italian singer, Toselli. | 


he Princess Loui’e Antoinette of Tus- 
cany, archduchess of Austria was married 
at Vienna Nov, 21, 1881, to Crown Prince 
Friederich August of Saxony. She had six 
children. In December, 1902, she,eloped from 
Salzburg with the tutor of her children, 
Andre Giron, a Belgian. 

In January, 1903, the emperor, Francis 
Joseph of Austria, issued an order depriving 
her of all her Austrian titles and privileges. 


No Longer a Princess. 

She was prohibited from using the titles of 
imperial princess, aschduchess of Austria, 
and royal princess of Hungary. She was for- 
bidden also to use the arms and emblems of 
her ancestors. 

On Feb. 11, 1903, the Saxon judges gave the 
crown prince a divorce from Louise. In July 
of the same yéar she was permitted to assume 
the title of countess of Montignoso. She re- 
ceived an allowance of $7,500 a year from the 
crown prince; Her sixth child, the Princess 
Monica, was born in May, 1903. 


Even Baby Is Punished. 


Under the terms of the agreement between 
the parents, the Ifttle princess whose parent- 
age is in doubt is to take the veil when she 
reaches the proper age. The terms of the 
divorce were that if the princess continued to 
live with Giron she might not see her other 
children. 

After the death of King George of Saxony, 
late in 1904, Friedrich August became king 
and then iszuéed a proclamation that he would 
have no further relations with Louise, shut- 
ting off all hope that they would be recon- 
ciled. She has been Hving of late in Florence, 
Italy. 

Giron was married lately to a Belgian girl.

The count was insured for a large sum 
and when the couhtess was arrested yester- 
Gay it was said she had worked upon Nau- 
moff’s jealousy to commit the crime in order 
that she might secure the $100,000 life in- 
surance of the count. § 


‘ Greed Leads to Arrest. 

According to her confession, the Moscow 
lawyep arranged the insurance for her. She 
sought to draw the money just. as soon as 
she heard of the count’s death. The lawyer 
and the countess were arrested, and there 
were criminations and recriminations. Bach 
claimed he or she was the other’s victim. 
Finally the countess collapsed, went into 
hysterics, and made a full confession. 

Maid Knew of Plot. 

Elise Perrier, the French mai@ of the 
countess, has also been arresteg. She con- 
fessed that she, knew that, the countess and 
Prilukoff were plotting. Furthermore she 
knew that Naumoff, the real murderer of the 
count, did not know Prilukoff or anything.

A story which might make the late Dick

The tale of how so much good money came 
to be taken so unguarded through the streets 
invoives a cranky time lock on a bank vault 
When the Eighth ward branch of the Bor- 
ough bank, at Third avenue and Fifty-first 
street, was opened for business, the lock of 
the big vault, im which there were $1,000,000 
in securities and $125,000 in currency, could 
not be opened. 

In the meantime about 200 depositors had 

_gathered at the bank to draw out money 
for.use in their business. 

Finally the main bank on Court street 
downtawn, was called upon for help. Vice 
President A. D. Campbell went to the rescue 
in a hurry. Hiring the first wagon he could 
find, an open delivery cart, he loaded it with 
more than $00,000 in greenbacks and silver 
from his own and other banks in the neigh- 
borhood. Then, with his 14 year old Office 
boy and a young man as driver, Mr. Camp- 
bell started for the Eighth ward bank. 
Neither of the three on the wagon was armed 
with even so much as a penknife. 

“ Of course,"’ he said, ‘it was an unusual 
proceeding to drive through the streetsfin an 
open wagon with almost $100,000 and no po- 
lice guard, but happily there was no trouble. 
I don’t think the office boy enjoyed the ride. 
I found the greenbacks a more cushiony 
seat and allowed him’ to sit on the bags of 
coin.”

Large Sum Tendered Borrowers

New York, Sept. 9.—[Special.}—The Untan 
Pacific ratiroad {8 to make payment this 
week of the balance of the $36,808,482 due to 
the Pennsylvania railroad on account of 
the Baltimore an@ Ohio stock purchase by 
the Harriman road last fall. The Penn- 
sylvania railroad, In anticipation of the re- 
ceipt of this money, today was offering large 
sums in time loans to run until Nov. 1 
next, when the road will need the money for 
the’ paying off of the $50,000,000 of notes 
which mature on that date.

Will Be Put Out Again, 

The money will, of course, be put out again. 
Some disturbance Im’ the money market was 
caused today, however, by these transactions 
and preparations for the New York City bond 
sale, Call money got as high as 6 per cent, 

In connection with the paying off of the 
Oregon Bhort Line notes it wae pointed out 
today thet Mr. Harriman, at the time of the 
announcement of the $75,000,000 convertible 
bond iseue, said that no part of the proceeds 
of this bond issue would be required to com- 
plete the payments on the various raliroad 
stocks purchased by the Union Pacific least 
fall, adding that those purchases were al- 
ready fully provided for. 


Slump Oauses Change in Plans. 

It was indicated by Mr. Harriman at that 
time that the Hill stocks then remaining in 
the Uniom Pacific treasury would fully cover 
the balance due on this Baltimore and Ohio 
stook.

Dr. C. P. Pinckard’s Pequod again made the 
other two ‘Chicago Yacht club eighteen foot. 
ers look like the other end of the towling 
in the third and final race for the Sir John 
Nutting competitive cup. 

Yesterday’s race was the third straight 
victery for Pequod, and with it went the 
distinction of having its name engraved on 
the trophy as the. first winner of the cup 
donated to the Chicago club by the Irish 
baronet. The fourth race of the series wag 
scheduled for this afternoon, but, in view 
of the fact that the Pinckard yacht had 
three legs and a percentage of 600 on the 
cup, the owners of Seminole and Apache, 
the other contenders, waived their right to 
another race. 

The syndicate boats Apache and Seminole 
finished in the same order as they did in both 
of the preceding races, the first named land- 
ing in second place four minutes astern of 
the winner, while the latter crossed the line 
two minutes and thirteen seconds later. The 
trio experienced many vagaries of the fluky 
Lake Michigan breezes, which boxed the 


three legs of the six Apache showed the way 
to Pequod, while during the first round Semi- 
nole also beat the cup winner around two of 
the buoys. 

Six Mile Triangle Course. 

The sertes ended over a six mile triangle, 
and the trio sailed it twice. At the start 
what little breeze there was came from north 
of west and gave the contestants a spinnaker 
run to the first mark. Ted Webber, who won 
Saturday’s race, was again at the stick of 
Pequod, ard he put the Pinckard sloop first 
over the inne <o a beautiful start. Apache 
followed, the length of a horn back, and 
Seminole Ieft seven seconds astern. 

Apache soon overcame the slight lead of 
Pequod and had the honor at the leeward 
stake by nearly a minute. After the three 
had turned for the reach to the next buoy 


peculiar situation, as Apache and Seminole 
kept slowly going, while Pequod lost steerage 
way entirely and while becalmed fell well 
astern of the others. Later it breeged up 
again, but headed the trio, as the wind had 
hauled to the northeast. 

Apache had a good lead around the wind- 
ward mark, with Seminole second. Pequod 
was third by thirty-four seconds. The switch 
in the wind brought out the light canvas for 
the second time, and the crew of Apache did 
good work in breaking out the spinnaker. 
Apache and Seminole had booms to port and 
spinnakers to starboard, but Webber, ex- 
pectant of another shift in the breeze, had 
Pequod’s canvas the opposite way, and lost 
thereby. 


Caught on the Run. 

On the run Seminole caught and passed 
Apache, whose skipper. for some reason re- 
linquished the weather berth. Pequod fell 
farther astern until Webber awakened to 
his mistake and shifted boom to port and 
spinnaker to starboard, when the Pinckard 
entry immediately bore down-on the other 
two and nearly had both at the end of the 
round. Seminole made the run first, Apache 
second, and Pequod last. 

During the second. round the.wind held 
in the same quarter and breezed up to eight 
or nine knots, more to the liking of Pequod, 
which footed fast and caught both of the 
leaders. Apache picked up Seminole and 
after that it was a procession for the rest 
of the contest, with the relative positions 
unchanged. Four minutes separated Pe- 
quod and Apache at the fourth and fifth 
turns and at the finish, while Seminole was 
two minutes astern of the latter named at 
the same marks.

Unsatisfactory Ending to the 


Fight with Gans in San 
Francisco. 


‘GOES ONLY FIVE “ROUNDs. 


Some Spectators Inclined to 
Charge “‘Native Son” Faked 
an Injury. 


@an Francisco, Cal., Sept. 9. —[Special.]— 
Joe Gans, champion lightweignt of the world, 
successfully defended his title against Jimmy 
Britt before the Occidental Athietic club this 
afternoon, de‘eating the “ Native Son ” after 


‘five rounds of fighting. Britt quit at the end 


of the fifth round, claiming he had broken 
his left arm at the wrist as a result of strik- 
ing Gans on the elbow.

+ Gans had all] the better of the battle up to 
the time the “ Native Son ” stopped fighting, 
and in the opinion of almost every expert at 
the ringside would have surely beaten Britt 
quickly had the accident not stopped the 
contest. 

The sudden ending to the ngnt was not 
omly a big surprise but a disappointment to 
ene of the largest crowds that ever attended 

a fight in Frisco. Gans was such a strong 
savartte before the men entered the ring that 
he generally was conceded the fight before 
it began. Odds of 10 to 7 were offered in 
large chunks, and were eagerly grabbed by 
the adherents of Britt, who thought the 
“Native Son” had a good chance for vic- 
tory. 

The men weighed in at 133 pounds, both be- 
ing inside the stipulated weight. 


Gans Enters Ring. 

, At 3:15 p. m. Gans entered the ring. He 
‘Was introduced as the only lightweight 
champion of the world. and was greeted with 
roars of applause. He was clad in a green 
flowered velveteen dressing gown. As he 
‘took his corner, a pink and blue quilt was 
thrown around him further to protect him 
from the chill winds. Gans was seconded by 
Alvie King, Willie Keefe, and Kid North. 

Britt entered the ring at 3:20 o’clock. He 
‘Was introduced as a native son of the golden 
West and one of the gamest boys that ever 
*tepped into a prize ring. Britt was given 


tremendous cheers. Britt’s seconds were Spi- - 


der Kelly, Tiv Kreling, Frank Rafeel, and 
Bob Cornell. Britt was clad in a green 
striped turkish bath robe and red sweater. * 


Clever Work by Champions. 

The fight as long as it lasted wasa slug- 
ging match. In the first round Britt stag- 
gered Gans to the ropes with a left swing 
on the neck that had lots of force behind it. 
In the same round he also used left and right 
successfully to the body and face, but took 
in punishment a straight left on the nose 
that slowed him down. 

The second round developed a mixup at the 
ropes, in which both men exchanged vicious 
Tights and lefts, Gans taking the advantage. 
In the third Gans followed his tactics of 
crowding Britt into a corner and the Cali- 
fornian had his hands and feet busy working 
his way out. The round was even. 

Gans drew first blood in the fourth with a 
lightning like straight left that brought a 
scarlet stream trickling from the corner of 
_Britt’s mouth. It was right after this that 


r Britt threw all of his strength into a left

. ‘Doubt Seriousness of Injury. 

When Referee Welch announced that Gans 
Won because Britt had broken his arm and 
was unable to proceed, many who had backed 
Britt voiced their disgust. They thought he 
had faked his injury and promptly quit when 
he found that he couldn't land on Gans and 
was in danger of being knocked out. How- 
ever, when Jimmy came to his chair at the 
close cf the fifth round his face was drawn 
with pain. He sat down, and his left hand 
hung ioosely, as he had no power ever it. 
Britt said to his trainer, Krelling, and his 
seconds: ‘‘ My wrist is broken. I can’t fight 
any more.” 

There was no doubt but that he was suffer- 
Ing intense pain. As quickly as possible he 
wag removed to his dressing room. There Dr. 
Appel, the club physician, and Dr. Rosen- 
cranz, who formerly acted as doctor for sev- 
eral athletic clubs, examined Britt. Appel 
diagnosed the injury as a fracture of the 
end of the ulna bone of the wrist. Rosen- 
cranz thought it was a_ dislocation, and 
hinted that Britt might Mave gone on with 
the fight, but after he had held a conference 
with Appel he announced that it might bea 
fracture, but that the bone evidently had set- 
tled into its old place. 

Two other well known surgeons made an 
effort to examine Britt’s wrist, but when they 
reached his home the whole forearm was in- 
cased In a plaster and an examination was 
impossible. So it remains in doubt as to 
whether the injury was severe enough to 
cause Britt to quit fighting. It will be re- 
called that Joe Walcott fought thirteen 
rounds efter he had broken his right hand in 
his fight with Gans. 


Gans Always the Master. 

All the experts around the ring were united 
f& the opinion that Gans completely out- 
classed Britt and that the negro had the 
“ Native Son” at his mercy. after the third 
yound. Gans’ easy blocking of Britt's heavy 
left swings to the stomach was delightful to 
gée, as was his consummate boxing. He 
tappéd Britt on the face with: his long left 
whenever he pleased, and while he had Britt 
keeping off these blows he brought his power- 
ful right across to Britt's ear and eye, jarring 
him badly. He also uppercut Britt frequent- 
ly. In fact, he made the Californian look like 
@ novice. 

Britt had only two blows—a left to the 
stomach and a right to the head—and he sel- 
dom was able to land these, whereas Gans 
had half a dozen punches and he missed with 
few blows. 

It seemed plain to the experts that Gans 
Was carrying Britt along for the sake of the 
moving pictures, and that had the injury not 
occurred he would have permitted the Call- 
fornian to last about ten rounds. Certainly 
Gans could have finished Britt in the fifth if 
he had wanted to rush things. George Hart- 
ing, who has served as timekeeper at fights 

for twenty-five years, and who tis one of the 
experts here, said: 


“Gans sized up Britt in the first round, but : 


after that I couldn’t see where Britt hada 
“look in.’” Outclassed in boxing and punch- 
ing, he couldn’t have lasted more than two 
Or three rounds such as the fifth, and it was 
lucky he found an excuse to avoid a knock- 
out,’ 

The official figures of the reecipts of the 
fight were: Total gate, $35.903;ef which the 
fighters divided $29,937. Of tifis Gans gets 
$16,156 and Britt $10,790.

CONTEST FOR STOCK CARS. 


Distance Will Be Covered by Ma- 
chines in Two Days; Hitch 
in Match Contest. 


New York, Sept. 9&.—[Special.J—A big tour- 
ing car race, covering 500 miles and occupy- 
ing two days, is more than likely to be seen 
this year on the old Vanderbilt cup course 
in Nassau county, Long Island. This race 
will be conducted practically on the lines that 
were so favorably considered by the manu- 
facturers last spring, when the American Au- 
tomobile association announced that, pro- 
vicded the Long Island motor parkway was 
completed in time to hold the big speed con- 
test this season, the Vanderbilt cup race 
would be immediately followed by a two or 
three day event for American stock touring 
cars, and the offer of a $1,000 silver cup for 
the winner was made by the American Auto- 
mobile association. 

The probability of such an event being held, 
which is just the sort of an automobile contest 
that the leading manufacturers have been 
anxious to gee arranged in America this year, 
assumed definite form today when formal ap- 
plication was made to the board of super- 
visors of Nassau county at Hempstead for 
the use of the thirty mile circuit over which 
the big cup contest was held last year for 
Wednesday and Thursday, Oct. 16 and 17. 
This application was presented by the Met- 
ropolitan Automobile association, which 
conducted one of the most successful hill 
climbing competitions of the season last 
month up Fort George hill. 

The association has secured the coUperation 
of several hundred taxpayers and business 
men in Nassau county, who have been in- 
sistent ever since the final announcement 
that the Vanderbilt cup race would not be 
held this year that some big contest to at- 
tract the attention of autoigts all over the 
country should be held over the old cup 
course. 

The hours for which the use of the Nassau 
county reads are asked are from daylight to 
12 o'clock each day, it being the intention to 
run the racein relays of 250 miles each day.

examining the books of the concern. He de- 
clared he had found irregularities and dis- 
crepancies, but was unable to say whether 
they were the result of accident or design. 
With the results of this examination before 
him he promises an interesting cross exam, 
ination. 

Gale, who returned to his home in Rockford 
from Duluth on Sunday, was expected to 
appear before Referee Eastman yesterday. 
However, he telephoned to the referee that he 
had not been served with a summons until too 
Jate and promised to be on hand today. 

Miss Anna Nelson, secretary of the Erie 

company, was questioned by Referee East- 
“man. She said Gale paid $4,000 to one stock- 
holder and $150 to another “‘on contemplated 
dividends.”’ It had been hinted by creditors 
that these payments were in the nature of 
hush money. 

Says Gale’s Acts Are All Legal. 

w. J. Candlish, Gale’s attorney, in the 
meantime tame to his defense. 

“Mr. Gale has done nothing illegal,” said 
Candlish. ‘‘ When he turned over his com- 
pany to his creditors on Aug. 28, they agreed 
to operate the business. Gale turned over 
$3,000 in the bank to them. More thar? $1,200 
has been collected since. Gale went to Du- 
luth with the full knowledge of the creditors, 
to arrange for the settlement of a contract.

NOW BUYING LOCOMOTIVES. 


Contract Is Let for Overhead Work on 
Steam Road’s Tracks. 


Evanston will be the first town in the 
western country to experience a partial re- 
lief from the smoke of railroad locomotives. 
The contract between the Northwestern “ L”’ 
road contemplates all 
switching north of Wilson avenue to be done 
with electric power as soon as the electri- 
fication of the line is completed. The pur- 
chase of electric locomotives is already under 
way, the plans and specifications having 
been completed and submitted to builders, 
who will file bids at once. 

The Northwestern “ L" yesterday awarded 
the contract for all the overhead work in the 
electrification of the St. Paul tracks north 
of Wilson avenue to the Brennan Construc- 
tion company, the consideration being $100,- 
000. The poles will be iron and the wire will 
be twenty-one feet above the bed of the track. 
The overhead trolley will be used until the 
tracks are elevated to Davis street, Evans- 
ton, when the third rail system will be in- 
stalled. 

Under the terms of the contract the work 
must be completed in three months, but the 
contractors and the railroad people express 
confidence that the work will be completed In 
less time. 


Evanston to Loop in 43 Minutes. 

The first consideration of the Northwest- 
ern “L” and St. Paul road will be the relief 
of the commuters along the north shore and 
for that reason the change in the arrange- 
ment of the St. Paul tracks will not be at- 
tempted until next spring, when it is con- 
templated erecting island stations between 
the tracks and the establishment of fast ex-~ 
press service, making the run from Evanston 
to the loop in forty-three minutes. At some 
points, pending the elevation of the tracks, 
temporary overhead bridges will be erected. 

The plans for the incline connecting the 
tracks of the elevated road with those of 
the St. Paul have been conypleted and are now 
being considered by the St. Pau! road.

POLITICAL ‘PULL’ 


School Board Presidesit Gives 
His Views in Word Battle 
- Over Mrs. Haskell. 


ADMITS SHE IS AN ISSUE. 


July School Fund Interest Held 
Up on the Advice of Cor- 
poration Counsel. 


“People who try to win favors through 
political pull will not be given the consider- 
ation by this board that is accorded to those 
who advance through efficiency in the work 
of the public schools. The board of educa- 
tion has a definite policy of requiring cer- 
tain qualifications for promotion to a prin- 
cipalship and, so far as I know, the board 
sees no reason for setting these aside at the 
request of a few of Mrs. Haskell’s friends, 
whoever they may be.” 

President Otto C. Schneider of the board of 
education made this remark yesterday, when 
someone said ** school for crippled children ”’ 
to m. It was President Schneider's first 
contribution:to the battle of words which 
Started two weeks ago, when Mrs. Emma 8. 
Haskell, former head teacher at the school 
for crippled children, and some of her friends 
objected because she was not recommended 
for promotion to the principalship of the new 
Spalding school. 


Admits Mrs. Haskell Is an “‘Issue,”’ . 

Mrs. Haskell and her friends hay been 
objecting ever since and President Schneider, 
who up to yesterday hasn't had anything to 
say in regard to the matter, has at last 
thrown up his hands and admitted that the 
teacher, through sheer force of words, has 
made herself an “‘ issue.” 

Aside from a suggestive remindér to the 
school authorities that certain contributions 
to the work of the school might not, in a cer- 
tain event, be forthcoming, the efforts of 
Mrs. Haskell and her supporters have con- 
sisted chiefly of letters and interviews from 
friends of the school declaring that Mrs. 
Haskell should be made principal at any cost. 

*“ As to that,”” said President Schneider, “I 
have interviewed several persons myself who 
have contributed to the work for the crippled 
children; and the substance of the replies I 
received is that the idea of their trying to 
dictate to the school board in determining 
the position that Mrs. Haskell shall occupy 
in. the Spalding school is ridiculous.’’ 

So there it is. And in the meanwhile Mrs. 
Haskell, for the present, is in undisputed 
charge at the Spalding school building. 
Whether she will attend the board meeting 
tomorrow and try to head off the appoint- 
ment of Charles C. Krauskopf as principal 
is not known. 


July Interest Is Held Up. 

A curious situation in school circles has 
developed out of the withholding of the July 
interest on the school funds, which, accord- 
ing to a law passed by the general assembly 
last May, is to go to the pension fund for 
teachers dnd school employés. Upon being 
asked for advice as to the payment of the 
interest, Corporation Counsel Brundage pre- 
sented an opinion in which he declared that 
the law passed is unconstitutional. The in- 
terest; accordingly, was not paid over. 

Now the members of the board are trying 
to decide. whether they;-as members of the 
pension board ex officio, want to sue them- 
selves as members of the board of educa- 
tion forthe money. The matter probably will 
remain in abeyance until Oct. 9, when the 
pension board will be organized for the year. 
A suit may be started then by some teacher 
or other beneficiary of the pension system. 

William J. Bogan, principal of the Hoyne 
manual training high school, reported yes- 
terday that he has room for twenty-five more 
pupils. This means that only twenty-five 
more pupils can be admitted to manual train- 
ing courses in the city, for the Lake high 
school is now full to overflowing and appli- 
cants are being turned away at the Crane 
school. 


HERTZ WIRES HE’S FEELING 0. K 


Reports of Blindness Disputed by Rev- 
enue Collector in Cablegram 
from Copenhagen. 


Reports to the effect that Henry L. Hertz, 
collector of internal revenue, had become 
blind in one eye and was losing the sight of 
the other were seemingly disproved yester- 
day through a cablegram received by at- 
tachés of the customs office in Chicago. The 
message was as follows: 

‘* Copenhagen, Sept. 9, 1907.—Both feeling 
splendid. HERTzZ.”’ 

The cablegram refers to himself and his 
wife, who are making a tour in Europe. 

Mr. Hertz expected to have some attention 
given to his eyes at Copenhagen, but had said 
nothing about the trouble being serious.

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First Printers to Demand Eight 
Hour Day at Last,Gain It. 


Brunswick-Balke-Collender Company 
| to Hire Union Carpenters, 


Twenty union printers will start to work 
this morning at “cases *’ which they have 
not touched for more than two years in the 
composing rooms of the Faithorn Printing 
company, 66 Sherman street. The type- 
setters were involved in one of the longest 
strikes on record in Chicago, which was 
ended yesterday when the firm agreed to 
adopt the eight hour working day. 

The Faithorn company was the first print- 
ing Concern hit by the printers’ eight hour 
strike. On Aug. 26, 1906, the twenty union 
employés walked out, the pioneers in a series 
of strikes ali over the United States, affect- 
ing ultimately more than 15,000 compositors. 
Many of these contests are still in progress 
in Chicago and other cities. 

When the Faithorn company decided to re- 
employ union compositors a request was 
made of the union that as many of the old 
employés as possible resume their positions. 
After several weeks of correspondence prac- 
tically the entire force originally working in 
the printing house was brought together. 

Troubles that have affected the big factory 
of the Brunswick-Balke-Collender company, 
at Huron and Orleans streets, were adjusted 
during the day. The billiard firm signed an: 
agreement to employ union carpenters, and 
600 strikers will return to work today. The 
strike was called because of rivalry between 
the carpenters’ and woodworkers’ unions. It 
is believed the woodworkers will be asked to 
join the carpenters’ organization. 

Reports of an attempt to dynamite the plant 
were circulated in the afternoon, but were 
denied by Capt. Barcal of the Chicago avenue 
police station, who ts in charge of the police- 
men protecting the factory. 


OPERATORS OF LEASED WIRES 
DECIDE TO REMAIN AT WORK. 


Three Hundred Telegraphers Pledge 
“Moral and Financial’? Support to 
Men Who Walked Out. 


Plans to spread the telegraphers’ strike 
received a setback last night, when 200 oper- 
ators employed on leased wires met at 
Prand’s hall and decided they were satisfied 
to remain at work. The action of the men 
followed an official announeement by Vice 
President E. J. Nally of the Postal Telegraph 
company that a compromise or arbitration 
of the strike is now oat of the question. 

The leased wire operators pledged again 
their “‘ moral and financial’’ support to the 
men who walked out, but refused to take any 
more aggressive step. The petition circulat- 
ed among the strikers calling for another 
general strike order practically was repu- 


. dilated at the meeting. 


Onc thing which cheered the strikers was 
the announcement in the evening that the 
union treasury will be swelled within a few 
days to the amount of $100,000, representing 
contributions from the 40,000 members of the 
Order of Railroad Telegraphers. 

Developments at New York indicate that 
the strike may be ended this week. Arrange- 
ments for the bazaar in Tammany hall and 
other relief measures have heen called off. 
President Gompers of the federation of labor 
and President Small of the Commercial 
Telegraphers’ union conferred yesterday. 


WON’T MEET IN NONUNION INN. 


Brotherhood of Carmen Changes Hotels 
Because Strikebreaking Teleg- 
raphers Are Housed. 


If the Grand Pacific hotel is going.to give 
accommodations to nonunion telegraph op- 
erators—and its manager says he has no 
right to turn them out—it cannot be the head- 
quarters of the grand lodge meeting of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Carmen of America. 
For the gathering, which begins today, the 
brotherhood had engaged 200 rooms anda hal! 
at the hotel. 

A meeting of the grand lodge officers, pre- 
Ronemus, grand 
chief carman, Was held last evening to inves- 
tigate the rumors/’that the nonunion men 
were being quartered at the hotel. A com- 
mittee was appointed to interview FE. A. 
Whipple, manager of the hotel, and he ad- 
mitted the rumors were true, and added that 
because of these guests he would have diffi- 
culty in supplying the rooms wanted. The 
contract for convention quarters accordingly 
was annulled.

World's exports last week totaled 11,056.000 
bu, against 8,800,000 bu estimated, and 9,776, -

country exported 2,808,000 bu, which, with the 
exports from the Danubian countries, showed 
an increase of 1.096000 bu over the ship- 
ments of the week before.

While Liverpool proved a disappointment 
to the bulls, leading continental markets dis- 
played considerable strength, Berlin scor- 
ing advances of more than a cent.for wheat 
and rye, and Antwerp Strengthening to the 
extent of Il'<c. Receipts at Duluth and 
Minneapolis were only 262 cars, compared to 
689 cars the similar day in 1906. C icago 
received 239 cars, less than expected, and 
total primaries footed up 1,143,000 bu, com- 
pared to 1,303,000 bu a year ago. The local 
estimate for today was 277 cars. Seaboard 
clearances, wheat and flour, were in excess 
of 500,000 bu. While incomplete, the state- 
ment on the visible supply indicated a mad- 
erate decrease, against an increase of 115,- 
000 bu a year ago.

Toledo reported the sale of 100,000 bu red 
winter wheat for export, and local cash 
handlers came near to working big lots, but 
actual business done wag not large.
